second week in November, 
with full harvest in Jan- 
uary and on thru the spring 
season. 

Sweet corn, it is estimat- 
ed accounts for 11,300 acres 
so far this fall, with ‘harvest 
already begun in compara- 
tively small amounts, Bet- 
sy damagedssome 200 acres. 
of ‘early cosa, K is report- 
ed, but Other-wise fair fall 
growing weather has pre- 
vailed. 

Leaf crops are hard to* 
estimate, but apparently 
just as many are being 
planted as last year, with 
possibly a small increase, 
so far.

Today, psychologists lis- 
ten to the emotions rather 
than words, medical doc- 
tors hear the heart beat and 
check the flow of air by 


ear. Mechanics can tell what, 


needs fixing on your car 
because they have learned 
to hear the misses and 
skips. Nor would any, but 
the least informed deny the 
attentiveness the space tech 
nicians give to the astro- 
nauts as they check the 
health of their hurtling 
charges. Jesus advice on 
giving heed to what we hear 
is even more important 
now. 

His emphasis is not on 
the number of opportunities 
we have, but rather on 
WHAT SHOULD YOU

Palm Beach County's 
school board estimates it 
will require 11.42 mills of 
local funds to operate the 
schools during the next two 
years, 1966 through 1968, it 
is announced, 
Authorization for six of 
these 11.42 mills will be 
subject to the November 2 
school millage referendum. 
Most of the revenue raised 
by local county millage tax- 
es is used to finance the in- 


structional part of school 
budgets. 
School tax referendums 


are held every two years, 
but county school budgets 
are adopted annually. The 
total nine mills levied to 
support this current 1965- 
66 school budget, involves 
the voters’ authorization gi- 
ven at the 1963 referendum. 
This years authorization 
will be for the 1966-67 and 
1967-68 school years. 

State Jaw requires coun- 
ty school boards to estimate 
their budgets two years in 
advance. They then go to 
the voters and ask for their 
authority to raise money to 
meet the costs to operate the 
schools during the next two 
years. 

Palm Beach County ‘thas 
frequently not used the full 
millage authority given its 
school board by the voters 
in these biennial referen- 
dums, School board chair- 
man Louis B. Bills, for ex- 
ample, has pointed out that 
Palm Beach County schools 
have actually levied less 
taxes than they were auth- 
orized to do, during the past 
two years. 

As stated, most of the 
money raised from millage 
taxes, is used for actual 
instfuctional needs of the 
schools. This is seen when 
the current school budget 
is studied. 

This year, the state is 
supplying $11.66 million for 
Palm Beach County schools, 


such items as bus transport- 
ation) and maintenance (in- 
cluding custodial services 
and repairs to buildings), 
less than $3 million. 

Therefore, most of the 
county millage tax pays for 
the instructional programs, 
including much of the cla 
room teacher salaries. Inci- 
dentally, each mill tax pro- 
duces more than $2 millicn, 
in a budget where the lar- 
gest item of expenditure is 
instruetion: The average cost 
of educating each child in 
Palm Beach County is $431.- 
40 a year.

Few topics in Florida in re- 
cent years have become a8 con- 
troversial as the Road Bond Is- 
sue to be voted on Nov, 2, 

It’s been branded as ''pure- 
ly political", the “last gasp of 
the Pork Choppers,” as “‘noth- 
ing but pure pork barrel," as 
“a way for Haydon Burns to be 
elected again," 

On the other side of thefence 
there are such slogans as ''a 
tremendous safety program,” 
as "the only way we'll keep 
our tourists," as a complete 
salvation of "the little towns 
who were by-passed by the turn- 
pike and the interstate routes,'" 

Somewhere in between these 
two sides is the real truth in 
the matter, 

Governor Haydon Burns did 
propose the bond issue, Since 
he is one of the mostpolitically~ 
conscious chief executives in 
recent Florida history, and 
since he'll run again next year, 
perhaps the ''political"" charge 
is justified. 

However, a huge majority of 
both the Senate and the House 
voted for the bond issue, It split 
across political lines complete- 
ly. The Palm Beach delegation, 
certainly no Burns-owned or- 
ganization, voted unanimously 
for the bonds, Two are Repub- 
licans andthreeareDemocrats, 
yet they believe that the Road 

Bond Issue is a must for Flor- 
ida, 

The vote in the Senate split 
such friendships as Sen, Ed H, 
Price of Bradenton; Sen, Doyle 
Carlton, Jr., of Wauchula and 
Sen, Reuben Askew of Pensa- 
cola, Carlton, former guberna- 
torial candidate and one of the 
most respected men in theSen- 
ate, is for the issue, The other 
two — no less respected and 
certainly as able, are against и. 

Perhaps Boca Raton's Tho- 
mas F, Fleming, Jr., is as re- 
sponsible for the bond issue 
as any other man, Not that he 
sponsored it in the Legislature 
— he didn't, But the success of 
the 1963 construction bond issue 
for universities and junior col- 
leges proved that this sortof fi- 
nancing was not only feasible, 

but popular with the electorate, 

So Burns and his associates 
picked up Fleming's formula 
and submitted it to the Legisla- 
ture, 

There are charges that the 
program to four-lane the roads 
was hastily conceived, and 
poorly drawn because much of 
the proposed construction would 
be doneon highways wheretraf- 
fic isn’t too heavy. 

Part of this is justified, for 
some of the roads do not run 
through congested traffic areas, 

On the other hand, the Sun- 
shine State Parkway and theIn- 
terstate routes were built where 
there were no roads, and these 
are being used at a much higher 
rate than anyone, even the most 
optimistic, ever believed possi- 
ble. 

Let's look at what the bónd 
issue really is, 

On the ballot, we will vote 
“yes” or “no” on a law that 
authorizes the issuance of twen- 
ty-year bonds in an amount not 
to exceed 300 million dollars 
without further legislative ap- 
proval for the construction and 
reconstruction of Florida pri- 
mary roads into four or more 
lane highways, It provides that 
the state will pay 50 per cent 
of the costs of rights-of-way 
acquisition of these roads, 
Pledged for repayment of the 
bonds for the next 20 years are 
one and one-half cents of the 
existing 4 cents ''first" tax on 
gasoline, The Legislature is 
authorized at a later date to 
increase the amount of the bond 
issue, providing approval is 
given byatwo-thirds vote in 
both houses, However, such an 
increase would not require ap- 
proval by the people in a public 
referendum,

BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA 


A Proclamation 


WHEREAS the national school lunch program, now 
in its nineteenth year, makes available a wholesome, 
appetizing lunch to over 18 million children in 70,000 
schools which participate in the program; and 

WHEREAS this program helps to provide many of 
our less fortunate children with a well-balanced and 
nutritious diet which enhances their vitality and their 
ability to obtain the maximum benefit from the learning 
process; and 

WHEREAS the national school lunch program en- 
courages the domestic consumption of food which is 
made available in unprecedented abundaive through 
the efficiency of our farmers and our highly developed 
food marketing system; and 

WHEREAS the national school lunch pregrain is an 
outstanding example of a local-State-Federal partner- 
ship to protect the health. and well-being of the Nation's 
children and thus to strengthen the national security; 
and 

WHEREAS, in order to recognize the value and 
achievements of the school lunch program, the Congress, 
by a joint resolution approved October 9, 1962 (76 Stat, 
779), has designated the seven-day period beginning on 
the second Sunday of October in each year as National 
School Lunch Week, and has requested the President to 
issue annually a proclamation calling for the obser- 
vance of that week:
